DETAILED ACTION 

1. The reply filed on May 12, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant fails to state whether the new added 
claims (claims 21-26) read on the original elected species (fig. 3). Furthermore, Re claim 1, the 
original elected species (fig. 3) does not support more than one base dose implant (i.e., regarding 
the phrase "at least one time, a base dose") and more than one RT implant (i.e., regarding the 
phrase "at least one time, a second dose"). See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.
